REMARKS 

In the office action of September 14, 2004. the examiner required the applicant to elect to 
restrict me claims to claims 1-10 (Co.,, I) or claims 11-16 (Group n). The appUcant has elected 
Group I, namely the spoon and straw combination utensil having a bowl portion, however, the 
applicant respectfully traverses the election requirement as some of the claims of both Group I 
and Group II share elements of novelty such as claims 10 and 13. Claims 1. 2 and 10 read on the 
elected species.
